On the atraets of Covington William Goebel, after pru- 
vnking a quarrel, shut uml killed John ?auford. The 
killing was not jiistifmble, but Cioebel escaped punish- 
ment. He forced his nomination (or GoTemor, depriving 
other Democrats of their ria;hts, hut he was dpfi-nted at the 
polls. He then instituted a conteijt before a partisan Legis- 
lature and during that conteit waa aaMuinated by some 
one individual.
